A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The title doesn't reflect the removable doors and storage, claimed. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The feature 18a doesn't appear to have been identified. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


Claims 4-6, 1 1 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4 and 17 each recites the limitation "said horizontal grooves" in line 1. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Grooves may be spaced horizontally with out necessarily being horizontal. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C..103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kilmer '081 . 

Applicants' invention appears to be directed to an improvement on a 
conventional equipment case in which the door or cover is removed and placed 
in grooves within the case. Kilmer is considered to teach such a concept in a 
shipping case or packing box. Note that the lid or door can be removed and slide 
in grooves in the walls of the case. To the extent that applicants claim any 
particular latching structure, the door or lid of Kilmer is considered to be capable 
of being latched if one so desired. Note the grooves of Kilmer are both 
horizontally and vertically disposed as claimed. 

5. Claims 4, 6, 1 3 and 1 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claims 1, 2 and 12 above, and further in view of Kump 
'359. 

To have alternately left the opposite side of the box or case open by providing it 
with a second removable door would have been obvious in view of such alternate 
teaching by Kump. Note that Kilmer provides more that one set of grooves. 
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6. Claims 3, 5, 7, 9-1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 2 and 4 above, and further in 
view of Schafer '980. 

To have further provided the door storage near the top of the case and also have 
provided storage racks below the door would have been obvious in view of such 
teaching by Schafer at 16. 

7. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Schafer '980 in the manner 
set forth above. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Herbert, Steffes and Walker show other lid storage 
arrangements. Cheng, Berman et al and Safari et al show other wheeled storage units. 
Clegg, Jorgensen, and Peng show other cases with grooves for shelves.
